Generally speaking, | favor drastic 
Michigan's metnod of 
judiviai Séieciion. 

Take the Michigan Supreme Court, 
for example. Our long- standing system 
is anon-sensical hybrid - candidates for 
tne /-member court are nominated bya 
Partisan, political convention, and then 


run on a non-partisan ballot. The 
method, which has been around in

Michi igan as long as | can remember, 
doesn't really make much sense. 

With adoption of our present state 
Constitution in 1963 a new wrinkle was 
added. In addition to our partisan-non- 
partisan mishmash of judicial election, 
incumbent justices were allowed to 
renominate themselves by filing an 
affidavit of candidacy. That has added a 
bit to the confusion. 

Other sections of Michigan law 
provide methods whereby minority par- 
ties with relatively few members also 
can place candidates for the supreme 
court, on the non-partisan judicial 
ballot right alongside the big party 
choices. tn fact, one of the sitting 


* justices formed a new political party, 


which nominated him for the supreme 
court, and he won. 

As | said, generally speaking, | favor 
ravision of this system, tending toward 
something like appointment with life 
tenure, or something of the sort. 

But if such reform ever comes, 
Michigan election watchers will miss 
out on one of our more interesting 
political phenomena. 

The one-judge political party, which 
produced present Justice Charles Levin, 
is one example. 

In a state such as Michigan, which is 
heavily Democratic, a Republican can- 
didate for the supreme court generally 
has slim chance for election, unless he 
has a recognizable: name, such as 
O'Hara or Fitzgerald or something of 
that nature, along with a good, sound 
judicial record. Then he might win. 

Or if the Republican-nominated can- 
didate is somewhat unusua! - such as 
an altractive, qualified, articulate wo- 
man, like Justice Mary Coleman - then 
she might ‘win. 


But usually, Republican chances are 
rather dark in Supreme Court races. 

This year, for example, what with 
resignations and deaths, the voters will 
fill three seats on the Supreme Court. 

One is currently held by the chief 
justice, a man with a political powerful 
name and venerable record, Justice 
Thomas Giles Kavanagh. Democrats 
nominated hin 8 years ago.

The other two are filled by Republican 
appointees - Justice Lawrence B. 
Lindemer, and Justice James Ryan. 

In a normal political situation, it 
could be predicted that Justices Kava- 
nagh and Ryan wouid be elected, and 
that Justice Lindemer would have a 
tougher time of it, depending upon the 
record and name of the candidate 


Democrats nominated against him. 


But chances are it just won't work out 
that way at all this year. 

Justices Kavanagh, Lindemer and 
Ryan all nominated themselves by affi- 
davit. under the 1963 Constitutional 
provision, and each seeks a specific 
term. 

In addition, all three asked for 
nomination from their party conven- 
tions; Lindemer and Ryan were endors- 
ed by Republicans with pteasure, while 
Kavanagh was denied Democratic back- 
ing at his convention. The main reason 
is Kavanagh's position that incumbent 
justices should not campaign against 
other incumbent justices - a view not 
held in high esteem by his fellow 
Democrats, especially with Lindemer 
and Ryan up for grabs this year. 

So instead, Democrats nominated 
another candidate for Kavanagh’s seat - 
Circut Judge Roman Gribss, a former 
Detroit mayor. Republicans, mean- 
while, neminated Circuit Judge Joseph 
Swallow of Alpena, a former state 
legislator. That makes for some un- 
known ramifications; what could have 
been a Kavanagh cake walk may well be 
the deposing of an incumbent - or at 
least an eiectoral donnybrook. 

But that’s not all. Zolton Ferency, 
former Democratic state chairman and 
one-time Democratic candidate for 
governor, also hankers after a supreme 
court seat. So he was nominated by the 
Human Rights Party for the Lindemer 
seai, making ifai a iiree-way race aiso 
featuring Wayne Circuit Judge Blair 
Moody, the regular Democratic nom- 
inee, who also owns a powerful vote- 
getting name. In my view, Ferency’s 
maneuver moves Lindemer from the role 
of underdog to at least an even bet. 

The third race is more straight- 
forward. Justice Ryan, the Republican 
nominge, will Square off against 
another Wayne Circuit Judge,’ Charles 
Kaufman. It’s a battle between two 
popular vote-getting names, dut the 
incumbency likely will pull Ryan 
through. 

What a year for the supreme court. 
Certainly we should have some sort of 
reform in selecting justices; but think of 
all the fun we'll miss.

than Simon Kenton. So it would 
seem that, while he was a

captive of 
wilderness that autumn, the last 
two men he might want to meet 
would be Simon Gisty, the 
notorious white leader of red 
men, and Mingo Chief Logan. 

But within a few aays Kenton 
did happen to cross paths with 
both of them. and to this fact he 
can attribute his living beyond 
the age of 23. 

He had been in the West for 
seven years at that time, having 
fled from Virginia when he was 
16 after a battle with a rival ina 
love affair. Kenton believed that 
he had kilied his toe and went to 
Kentucky where he lived under 
the assumed name of Simon 
Butler. 

In 1774 Kenton served as a 
scout in Dunmore’s War, a 
campaign in which Girty and 
Logan also had roles. Girty, 4 
comrade of Kenton earlier at 
Fort Pitt, also served with him 
in the British force under Lord 
Dunmore. Indians, inciled by 
Logan to attack frontiersmen, 
targats of Dunmore’s 
expedition which culminated at 
the junction of the Kanawha and 
Ohio rivers in the Battle of Point 
Pleasant. : 

But four years later, with 
Britain at war against her 
American colonies, Kenton had 
taken up arms against the 
tedcoats and Indians of the Old 
Northwest. while Girty was in 
the employ of the British as a 
recruiter and leader of Indians. 

After participating in George 
Rogers Clark's successful cam- 
paign in the Illinais country 
earlier in the year. Kenton was

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reached the Ohio River with 
seven captured horses. they 
were unable to get the animals 
across and were eventually 
overtaken by pursuing braves. 
One of Kenten’s comrades cs 
Caped and the other was killed. 
He himself was captured and 
tortured during a_ three-day 
journey to the Shawnee village 
of Old Chillicothe (present-day 
Oldtown, Ohio). 

Here he was forced to run the 
gauntlet — two rows of indians 
about six feet apart. all armed 
with sticks and intent upon 
beating their captive as he ran 
between them. At Chillicothe 
{he Indians decided that Kenton 
should be put to death at the 
village of Wapatomica (now 
Zanesfield, Ohio) and proceed- 
ed to take him there. At two 
other Indian villages on the 
route he was again forced to run 
the gauntlet. After the second 
of these trials. Kenton managed 
to escape but encountered 
another group of warriors who 
brought him back. 

Fortunately for Kenton, Girty 
was at Wapatomica when his 
captors brought him there. Girty 
was able to persuade the 
Indians to spare the life of his 
former comrade - but more 
trouble developed for Kenton 
when a war party that had been 
badly beaten by whites returned 
lo the village. They were intent 
upon revenge and Kenton was a 
convenient target for it. Again 
his fate was deliberated. Girty 
was unable this time to con- 
vince the red men to spare 
Kenton's life, but he did suc- 
ceed in persuading them to take 
the prisoner io Upper Sandusky 
for execution. 

On the way Kenton and his 
captors made an overnight stop 
ai a small village on the Scioto 
River ond hore: Konton: mat snd 
conversed witn Logan. The 
Mingo chief detained the group 
on the iolowing day and sent 
two of his braves to Upper 
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for parts. 
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Sandusky to speak to the 
British Indian agent there in 
Kenton’s behalf. By paying the 
Indians a ransom and telling 
them that their prisoner might 
have information that would be 
vatuable to the British, he was 
able to obtain custody of 
Kenton and sand him to Detroit. 

At Detroit, where Kenton and 
most other prisoners were per- 
mitted to move about freely in 
the town, he made the ac- 
quaintance of tne wife of an 
Indian te Hansa 
Kenton had a way with the 
tadies and seon had Mrs. 
Harvey collecting supplies for 
his use in an escape attempt. 
Particinatina with Kenton in the 
plot were Nathan Bullitt and 
Jesse Coffer. prisoners from 
Kentucky who were brought to 
Detroit by Indians early in 1779. 
On June 3 of that year Mrs. 
Harvey took three rifles from a 
group of Indians that were too 
drunk to notice her and hid 
them in her pea patch. She 
notified Kenton and placed a 
jadder ayainst the picketed wail 
at the back of her garden so that 
he, Bullitt and Coffer could 
escape. When Kenton reached 
the garden, according to one 
historian, Mrs. Harvey “handed 
him the rifles. gave him a 
friendly shake of the hand, and 
bid him a safe journey to his 
friends and countrymen.” 

The trio reached the fall of the 
Ohio in July. Subsequently, 
Kenton again saw action with 
Clark in the Old Northwest. !n 
1782 he learned that the rival in 
love that he betieved that he had 
killed was in fact still alive, so 
he returned to Virginia to visit 
his family. They went with him 
back to Kentucky, but Kenton’s 
aged father died during the 
jcurney. Kenion settled near 
Maysville, Kentucky, but later 
moved to Ohio, In 1836 he died 
near Zanesfield, not far from the 
Indian village where he had 
renewed his acquainiance with

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EDITOR’S NOTE: The follow- 
ing story was written by Greg 
Lusk, DNR Forest Fire Control 
Specialist at Marquette, sefore 
ithe Seney fire in the U.P. His 
thoughts — especially now — 
are shared by Forest Fire 
specialists throughout Michi- 
gan. 

1 ANSING—Fire weather in 
Michigan. which includes every 
county in both peninsulas, is a 
triangle of elements involving 
drought. heat and wind usually 
occurring in the spring and fall. 

This summer, however, is 
unuSual since rainfall has been 
less than half of the amount 
normally 1eceived. note Depart- 
ment of Naturat Resources 
Forest Fire specialists state- 
wide. 

Consequently. dead branches 
and forest litter have dried to a 
point that ignition will occur 
whenever people are careless or 
malicious, or where the turbu- 
lent air gives birth to lighining 
{which apparently caused the 
Seney fire burning in School- 
craft County). 

The DNR reports an average 
of 60 Ground tires tor each week 
since early July, including 75 
last week alone. About 25 fires 
are still burning in Michigan. 
although none are as large as 
the one in the Seney National 
Wildlife Refuge. which has 
devastated over 39 square miles 
of wilderness area. 

During the summer months 
when drought Conditions exist, 
fires burn deeply, often con- 
suming entirely the upper or- 
ganic layer of the soil. Although 
“ground tires” are not as spec- 
tacular as fast moving surface 
fires. they do greater permanent 
damage to the forest. Fires of 
this type may leave nothing but 
bare rocks with a skin of mineral 
Soil. 

Ground fires. once started, 
are very persistent since com- 
bustion needs little or no out- 
side Oxygen 10 proceed. The 
materials themselves provide 
such good insulation that very 

teh nis lost, 
and at very fow moisture 
contents the ground fuels de- 
velop a water repellent nature 
and resist wetting. 

Fire will persist for a long 
time and travel underground in 
dead roots, especially in large 
Partially decayed lateral roots 
extending from snags. Fires can 
escane contro! by fallawing root 
tunnels under the control lines 
or by tong delayed ignition of 
materials still unburned inside 
the line after mop-up is thought 
to be complete. 

When these fires reach the 
surface. they often start fires 
outside the control line.

Forest fire specialists must 
carry all of their equipment and 
supplies in and out on their 
back. 

Finding water to quench 
these fires is also a problem. 
particularly during Michigan's 
present drought situation, since 
once active creeks and streams 
May be dried to riverbeds of dry 
tocks. 

To fight fire under these 
circumstances means carrying 
in of pumping water long dis- 
tances, perhaps a half a mile or 
more. Once on the scene, the 
fire fighter is faced with very 
rugged and broken topography, 
and falling off of a cliff is 
always a possibility. 

Huge white pines or cedars 
with their roots burned through 
May come crashing down the 
hillside at any time in a slight 
wind, leaving behind it a trai! of 
fire. These snags are difficult to 
extinguish since they may burn
